I am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of*  November  23th 
enclosing  check  tor  $1,855.50  in  payment  of  coins  purchased, 
bills  for  which  I return  herewith  receipted.  T thank  you 
for  the  remittance  . 

Now  , as  to  a tonic  in  your  previous  letter  of 
November  19th  , the  pos - ibility  of  obtaining  some  of  the  great 
rarities  such  as  th-  Granby  tokens,  Fugio  and  Rosa  American 
natt.erns  or  Corf* ederat ios  or  Clintons  . I have  sold  two 
specimens  of  the  Granby  token  within  the  last  year  of  dif- 
ferent varieties , one  a most  interesting  on-  of  the  type  with 
the  three  hammers  I obtained  and  sold  just  this  time  last  yrar  . 
I had  also  discovered  that  the  obverse  was  an  unknown  die , 
different  to  the  two  in  Crosby.  Tha  other  was  a specimen  of 
the  "broad  axe  "type.. 

The  Rosa  Americana  patterns  for  ,nerly  in  the  Bushne ' 1 
and  Parmel  -e  coll-ctions  are  excessively  rar  , on  y on  or  two 
specimens  being  known,  as  also  the  Corf ed- ratio  or  G orgf 
Clinton,  and  we  % have  to  await  the  dispersal  of  som  larg 
collection.  Confidential  y , there  is  a great  and  magnificent 
collection,  of  U.S.  coins  which  might  ros1  ibly  b purchased 
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but  the  collector  is  deter mined  not  to  offer  them  himself  at 
auction  and  to  insist  on  selling  en  bloc.  T have  conferred 
with  him  within  the  year  concerning  it  . 

His  collection  contains  the  greatest  pieces  , such 
as  the  Nova  Constellatio  1000  mills,  unique;  500  mills (2  known)  ; 
100  mills  (2  known)  , which  we  formerly  owned  . He  paid  , as 
well  as  I can  recall  , about $7  ,500  or  $S,000  for  the  three 
nieces,  but  they  would  probably  bring  a great  deal  more  to-day. 
He  also  has  the  George  Clinton  and  exceedingly  rare  Colonial 
and  State  coins  and  gr-at  rarities  in  U .S  . regular  series. 

I will  pronose  a way  by  which  you  might  secure 


these  nieces,  which  was  the  way  the  late  L.  G.  ^armellee,  who 
had  the  finest  collection  of  TJ.S  . , Colonial,  State  and  Govern- 
ment issues  until  hi©  collection  was  sold  about  139Q  , us?d 
to  obtain  gr?at  rarities  . For  instance  , we  bought  the  Bushne  1 
collection,  at  which  your  father  obtained  many  of  his  greatest 
rarities  including  the  Brasher  Doubloon  , which’ he  bought  there 
for  $500  . ( a specimen  which  vie  formerly  owned  '.Iso  sold  last 
year  for  $3,300);,  and  then  Mr.  Parmel.ee  bought  it  from  us, 
selected  what  he  ne  ded  or  1 ft  the  nieces  in  the  col  ection, 
nlaoed  it  in  our  hands  for  sale  at  auction,  retained  the  choice 
of  any  two  snecimens  and  bought  back  th  rarities  for  his 
collection.  He  thus  rrr.de  it  certain  that  these  nieces  did  not 
get  away  from  him.  He  backed  us  for  the 
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Nova  Const-1  latio  , 1733  . This  is  art  xcerding  y 

rare  niece  , only  about  five  being  known  , all  in  poor  condition. 

J was  shown  a very  poor  one  about  two  we  ks  ago  , which  r al  y 
showed  only  about  the  last  figure  , 3,  the  rest  of  the  date  being 
faintly  visible.  I declined  it  at  £10,  which  would  give  you 
a definite  statement  of  my  estimate  of  it.  I declined  it  not 
that  it  was  not  worth  the  money , but  that  it  was  so  exceedingly 
poor  that  it  was  hardly  worth  having.  There  is  one  in  an  old 
collection  in  this  city  in  about  barely  good  condition, 
think  one  of  the  poor  ones  was  sold  at  auction  for  £15  a f w 
years  ago  .

My  dear  Mr . Garrett :- 

I am  in  receipt  of  your*  letter  of  the  22nd  re 
Kraus  2;  collection.  A week  ago  I received  a letter  frm  tr . Kraus  :q 
which  I enclose , which  will  afford  you  pretty  good  nroof  of  tV 
character  of  that  person  and  how  by  his  Jev;ish  persistency  he  en- 
deavors to  get  something  out  of  your  expenditure  for  my  serv  ce  ind 
my  services  for  nothing. 

This  letter  you  now  send  me  to-day  also  shows 
you  what  am.  exceedingly  offensive  person'  that  man  is.  The  v/hole  tone 
of  his  letter  of  Sentember  2lst  is  entirely  improper  and  shows  his 
baffled  rage  at  not  succeeding  in  selling  his  collection  for  more  than 
twice  what  it  is  worth. 

He  is  also  a 1 iar  in  stating  that 'Mr.  Chan man  spent 
*fVur  hours11  tim-  only  in  examination  of  his  c 11  ct  n.  I m t v u.  by 
ap  ointment  two  mornings  at  the  bank.  The  first  morning  w?  were  tc  meet 
at  2 o'clock,  boit  as  I was  some  twenty  minutes  1 a t r n account  of  the 
late  meeting  the  night  before  and  delays  aboi.it  the  hotel,  he  had  eft 
there  and  I f l*owed.  him  down  to  the  Art  Institute  and  at  2.30  I pitch?  d 
in  with  him  and  estimated  the  selection  of  his  best  coins,  which  he  had 
bn  ere  in  two  show-cases.  I c ncl  se  ' 0,1  a pv  togmoh  f no ’self  n.  iking 
the  estimate , taken  hy  an  thrr  member.

I then  met  him  the 
next  morning  at  ? o'clock  share  and  worked  until  ' n.M.,the  sec  nd  do.:/, 
and  completed  tht  estimate,  but  did  not  then  add  it  up  and  left  that 
to  b-  done  after  my  return  to  Phila. 

Another  thought  on  my  rapidity  of  examination,  which  appears 
to  have  astonished  Mr,  Kraus z,  I know  the  prices  and  values  of  eve- 
piece  at  sight  and  he  sold  his  collection  of  Republican  coins  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  passed  upon  by  col  ege  orofes  ors  who  had  to 
refer  to  authorities  and  catalogs  for  every  price , and  it  is  also  an 
attempt  on  his  part  probably  to  discredit  me  with  you  by  tell  ing  u 
that  I had  done  it  in  too  hasty  a manner  and  had  not  done  him  justice.

I would  suggest  that  you  simply  inform  Mr.  Kraus z that 


'Mr.  Chapman  made  a careful  estimate  of  your  collection,  working  two 
sessions  of  four  ho">rs  each  ’ioon  it  and  has  furnished  me  with  an  esti 
which  shows  that  the  collection  is  not  v/orthwhat  you  ask  for  it  and 
unless  you  make  a very  large  reduction  in  your  price , I would  n t con 
sider  it.'
